n  connection  with  the  Golden  Gate  Inter¬ 
national  Exposition  to  be  opened  on  Treasure 
Island  in  San  Francisco  Bay  in  February  1939,  a 
nation-wide  effort  is  under  way  to  make  Americans 
more  aware  of  the  part  which  the  countries  and 
peoples  of  the  Pacific  area  have  played  in  the  past  and  are  playing 
today  in  world  civilization.  As  the  point  of  gravity  in  world  politics 
and  economics  is  gradually  shifting  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
it  is  important  to  realize  more  fully  that  East  and  West  do  meet, 
and  that  out  of  the  contacts  of  diverse  cultures  in  the  Pacific  area 
there  are  springing  new  achievements  in  practically  every  field  of 
human  effort.  On  the  exhibition  grounds,  a  monumental  theme 
building,  PACIFIC  HOUSE,  will  symbolize  and  explain  this  new 
integration  of  cultures.  It  will  be  the  center  of  educational  activities 
designed  to  show  how  the  meeting  of  these  cultures  affects  vital 
American  interests. 

The  following  bibliography  is  the  first  of  a  series  offered  jointly

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OUR  DEBT  TO  THE  PACIFIC 

The  following  suggestions  are  offered  to  junior  colleges  and  high 
schools  for  the  study  of  the  contributions  of  Pacific  cultures  and  resources 
to  contemporary  civilization.  They  are  intended  to  indicate — rather  than  fully 
to  explore — the  wealth  of  material  for  assigned  or  supplementary  reading  that 
is  available  to  give  life  and  color  to  classroom  instruction  in  many  subjects 
which  traditionally  have  been  treated  mainly  or  exclusively  with  a  view  to  the 
European  and  Near  Eastern  sources  of  American  culture,  and  which  many 
teachers  wish  to  expand  so  as  to  do  fuller  justice  to  the  Far  Eastern,  Oceanic, 
and  American  sources. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  indicate  the  particular  age  groups  or  grades 
for  which  particular  readings  are  most  suitable.  Students  often  can  get  a 
great  deal  more  out  of  literary  materials  primarily  addressed  to  adults  than 
they  are  always  given  credit  for,  when  these  materials  are  interestingly  pre¬ 
sented.  Nor  has  an  attempt  been  made  to  show  exactly  how  such  reading  may 
fit  into  the  teaching  of  particular  subjects.  However,  the  arrangement  of  the 
reading  suggestions  will  show  that  the  extension  of  study  to  Pacific  area 
interests  is  not  limited  to  any  one  or  two  courses  but  can  be  brought  into  the 
teaching  of  many. 

Supplementary  reading  is  not,  of  course,  the  only  means  of  enlarging  the 
scope  and  enlivening  the  content  of  study  courses  as  laid  down  in  curricula 
and  textbooks.  It  is  hoped  that  the  suggestions  here  made  will  lead  also  to 
an  imaginative  use  of  local  resources,  which,  of  course,  vary  with  the  size 
and  kind  of  communities:  talks  by  persons  who  have  traveled  in  the  Pacific 
area,  visits  to  museum  or  private  collections,  inquiry  into  the  origins  of  goods 
sold  in  local  stores  or  of  the  designs  in  articles  of  common  use,  inquiry  also 
into  the  sources  of  materials  used  in  local  industries  and  into  the  markets  of 
local  trades,  study  of  maps,  and  showing  of  motion  pictures,  a  tracing  of 
the  historic  origins  of  local  fauna  and  flora  or  of  designs  and  decorations 
used  in  local  architecture,  a  tracing  also  of  the  local  economic  stakes  in  pres¬ 
ent  happenings  in  the  Pacific  area,  and  so  forth.  Moreover,  the  following  list 
includes  only  few  references  to  periodical  literature ;  the  larger  newspapers 
and  such  periodicals  as  Asia,  Amerasia,  Pacific  Affairs,  Far  Eastern  Survey 
(not  to  speak  of  school  and  commercial  publications),  yearbooks  and  the 
reports  of  both  government  departments  and  business  concerns  contain  much 
relevant  material. 
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I.  RACE  AND  MIGRATION 


Among  many  topics  suggested  by  the  following  reading  references,  the 
following  are  illustrations  of  ways  in  which  interest  might  be  focused  on 
subjects  likely  to  be  of  interest  to  students:  the  Asiatic  origins  of  American 
Indians;  the  distinctions  between  the  three  great  racial  groups  of  Oceania; 
the  part  played  by  Asiatic  migrations  in  the  history  of  Europe;  unsettled 
areas  of  the  Pacific  and  their  opportunities  for  colonization;  the  effect  of 
Western  expansion  on  the  growth  or  decline  of  Pacific  peoples;  new  dis¬ 
coveries  about  early  man  in  the  Far  East ;  the  influence  of  tundra  and  desert 
on  the  evolution  of  human  character  in  northeastern  Asia  and  in  America; 
population  pressure  and  its  effects ;  the  present  status  of  Orientals  in  Amer¬ 
ican  law  and  life;  and  so  forth.

III.  DESIGN 

Even  the  smallest  American  town  will  offer  many  illustrations  of  our 
American  debt  to  the  countries  of  the  Pacific  in  art  and  applied  art.  The 
readings  suggested  will  direct  attention  to  the  wealth  of  local  materials  that 
may  be  brought  into  teaching  on  such  topics  as,  for  example,  the  character¬ 
istics  of  Chinese  and  other  Oriental  arts  as  distinct  from  those  of  Europe  and 
the  West ;  styles  that  owe  their  origin  to  a  merging  of  American  Indian  and 
Spanish  traditions  of  taste ;  the  origins  of  common  textile  patterns ;  borrow¬ 
ings  of  present-day  American  costume  from  other  countries  of  the  Pacific; 
animal  drawing,  east,  west,  south  and  north;  wood  carving  in  relation  to 
wood  uses ;  the  religious  significance  of  plant  and  animal  forms  in  different 
cultures  of  the  Pacific ;  and  so  forth.

IV.  ARCHITECTURE 

In  this  more  specialized  field,  incisive  illustrative  lessons  are  possible  on 
the  ways  in  which  our  American  modern  culture  has  been  influenced  by  those 
of  other  Pacific  lands,  and  on  their  common  roots  in  basic  human  require¬ 
ments  and  the  nature  of  regional  and  local  resources.  Thus,  the  suggested 
readings  lend  themselves  to  lessons  on  such  matters,  for  example,  as  the 
effect  of  available  building  materials  or  of  climate  and  location  on  house 
construction;  American  direct  and  indirect  borrowings  from  Japan  in  in¬ 
terior  decoration ;  the  use  of  colored  tiles  and  its  sources ;  the  different  devices 
of  Pacific  peoples  to  protect  homes  from  excessive  heat  or  cold  or  damp; 
ways  found  in  various  Pacific  countries  (our  own  included)  to  adapt  ancient 
methods  of  construction  and  designs  to  modern  uses ;  and  so  forth.

This  and  the  previous  sections  provide  suggestions  not  only  for  the  teacher 
of  natural  science  but  also,  perhaps,  for  the  teacher  of  geography,  of  eco¬ 
nomics,  and  of  other  disciplines  as  well  as  of  social  studies  generally,  of  ways 
in  which  knowledge  about  the  natural  resources  of  the  Pacific  area  may  be 
integrated  with  interests  relating  to  human  culture  and  civilization.  Such 
topics  suggest  themselves,  for  example,  as  Darwin’s  learnings  in  the  Pacific 
as  a  contribution  to  the  building  up  of  the  theory  of  evolution;  the  orna¬ 
mental  fowls  of  the  Far  East;  the  inhabitants  of  a  small  tropical  aquarium 
and  their  habitats;  the  fish  resources  of  the  North  Pacific;  the  contributions 
of  whalers  and  trappers  to  the  conquest  of  the  Pacific ;  ancient  dogs  and  their 
modern  descendants ;  and  so  forth.

X.  MUSIC 

Music  teaching  in  American  schools  and  colleges  rarely  gets  very  far  from 
the  more  recent  history  of  the  art  in  Europe.  The  few  references  given  under 
this  heading  will,  perhaps,  suggest  ways  in  which  music  teaching,  also,  may 
be  placed  in  the  service  of  a  more  comprehensive  view  of  world  culture.  For 
example,  illustrations  of  Chinese  music  may  be  compared  with  examples  of 
quasi-Chinese  themes  from  Mozart  to  Debussy  and  Ravel ;  the  relation  of  in¬ 
struments  in  Chinese,  Malayan,  and  Polynesian  culture  to  the  character  of 
the  music  produced  by  them  may  be  brought  out ;  nearer  home,  some  atten¬ 
tion  may  be  paid  to  the  music  of  the  American  Indian ;  Hawaiian  music  may 
be  analyzed  as  to  the  nature  of  its  rhythm  and  tonal  effects ;  and  so  forth.

XI.  DRAMA,  DANCE,  AND  PUBLIC  GAMES 

The  suggested  readings — with  others  that  will  occur  to  resourceful  teach¬ 
ers — may  assist  in  bringing  home  the  contributions  of  almost  every  race  and 
country  of  the  Pacific  to  the  things  which  we  enjoy  in  America.  Thus,  for 
example,  material  will  be  found  about  the  various  ways  in  which  kites  are 
made  and  used  in  China,  the  Philippines,  and  America;  the  more  formal 
statements  here  found  about  the  nature  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  drama  may 
help  to  stage  more  effectively  student  productions  of  plays  from  these  coun¬ 
tries  or  on  subjects  relating  to  them;  information  about  the  classic  dances  of 
Japan  may  be  compared  with  the  aesthetics  of  classical  dancing  as  taught  in 
modern  American  schools;  detailed  information  about  Japanese  wrestling 
will  interest  even  the  least  literary-minded  boys;  while  the  ceremonious  use 
of  dolls  in  Japan  will  explain  the  exquisite  art  with  which  they  are  fashioned 
in  that  country.

XII.  SCIENCE 

Reading  suggestions  under  this  heading,  unfortunately,  are  too  incom¬ 
plete  to  permit  of  a  full  survey  of  the  debt  of  modern  science  to  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  the  Western  Pacific.  Works  treating  fully  of  Chinese  and  Japanese 
contributions  to  medicine,  for  example,  are  too  technical  for  school  use. 
However,  an  introductory  or  historical  science  course  may  be  enriched  by 
uses  of  such  more  general  information  as  is  here  referred  to,  to  show  the 
differences  between  a  scientific  and  a  pragmatic  approach  to  invention — as 
illustrated,  for  example,  by  the  procedure  adopted  in  building  a  boat  in 
America  and  in  Samoa;  the  part  which  a  scientific  approach  to  practical 
problems  has  had  in  the  development  of  European  and  American  dependen¬ 
cies  in  the  Pacific;  the  contribution  of  particular  Chinese  and  Japanese  scien¬ 
tists  to  modern  knowledge;  Peruvian  and  Chinese  ideas  on  the  calendar; 
recent  Chinese  contributions  to  anthropology ;  the  influence  of  Japan’s  whole¬ 
hearted  acceptance  of  Western  science  on  that  country’s  development  in 
recent  decades ;  and  so  forth.
